ON E  might  very juftly imagine,  that 
this  Refutation  hacj,  been  rather  de~

jqueftion  the  Honefty  of  that  Gentleman, 
Kvhom  all  of  his  Acquaintance  know  to  be  of 
ifiich  fteddy  and  firm  Principles^that  even  his 
town  Intereft  when  at  Stake,  or  that  of  his 
-neareftRelations, could  never  bvafs  him  to  do 
any  thing  he  thought  unjufl  or  difingenuous* 
But  it  is  plealant  to  hear  how  heDeclines  the 
i  Patient,  lecaufe ,  fayes  he  (  if  we  may  believe 
hirnfelf )  a  very  mannerly  Suppofition  by 
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fheby,  lie  remembers  nothing  that  payed  for 
four,  or  Five  days  together  after  the  taking  tht 
fomit*  Why,  what  if  he  did  not;  does  that 
prove  hpremembred  nothing  before  he  took 
|hp  Vomit  $  Now  I  hope,  the  Refuter  doth 
f|Gt  pretend  he  Vomited  the  Patient  after  the: 
Df.  had  done  it.  It  was  unlucky  indeed  the 
patient  fhould  have  remembered  the  Dr  s 
¥  omit,  and  the  great  Benefit  he  found  by 
||  f  which  he  asjuftly  as  Generoufly,  own’d:: 
pn  all  Occafions,  and  frequently  to  the  Dr. 
fiimfelf  )  and  in  the  mean  time  have  forgot 
fliat  the  Ordinary  had  givjen  him  feverals  be¬ 
fore.  However,  I  do  afiiire  the  Refuter,  J 
jiad  the  Dr.  known  any  thing  of  his  giving; 
Warm  Water  or  Whey  for  Vomits,  he  would 
have  been  far  from  denying  them  place  a- 
ipong  his  other  Achillean  Cures  and  Pen-gun-*  n 
v4rt  'tilery.  And  here  I  muft  take  notice  of  a 
moil  admirable  turn  of  Giga-ntick  Wit  in  the

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twitting  Fevers,  can  be  ufed  for  doing  th 
fame  in  continued  ones  when  attended  wit 
Vomiting  and  overflowing  of  Gall,  is  it  nc 
the  fame  thing  for  the  Dr’s  purpofe.  An 
that  it  is, lb  is  evident  by  theQuotation  whic 
I  fhall  again  infcrt  Qsum  per  accejjiones  mm 
ttz  hilts  Jpontanea  vacuatio  contingit,  febris j 
tie  Medicament  o  integre folvi  pot  eft.  At  quu 
ea  aut  nulla  autp  ardor  exiftit  me  die  at  io  adh 
lenda,  ne  neglelia  Fehris  fpeciem  mutet  &  a 
terior  vel  prolixior  evadat.  ft  rhen,  lays  h 
there  happens  by  turns  a  great  Evacuation 
Bile  if  its  own  accord ,  the  Fever  may  end  wit, 
out  any  Medicine ;  but  when  that  is  either  nor 
at  all  or  too  little.  Medicaments  are  to  be  gh 
en,  left  the  Fever  by  being  neglefted. ,  chant 
its  Species ,  and  become  ivorfe  and  of  longer  co 
tinuance.  And  afterwards,  Qjfum  enimpr 
cipue  impura  fit  prima  corporis  Regio,  in  q, 
humor  noxius  fluhluat,  ftatim  initio  ejy, 
mnnihil  tempeftive  expurgandum  eft,  prefe 
timfi  vel  oris  amaror ,  vel  Cordis  dolor,  v 
Naufea  vel  in  appetentia  velfuffocatio  acrii 
urget.  For  feeing  the  Stomach  and  inteftv. 
C  which  is  the  Prima  Corporis  Regio  f 
tvhich  the  Noxious  Humour  flucluats,  are  mi 
unclean,  fome  of  it  is  to  be  timeoufly  evacuati 
in  the  beginning,  efpecially  if  there  be  bitte, 
nefs  in  the  Mouth,  Opprefion  of  the  Heart, 
fqueamijhnefs  or  want  of  Appetite  or  fuffocat 


;i  Now,  I  would  gladly  krtdw  ifanyMsS 
•ail  (how  the  leaftReafon,  why  all  that  rmf 
iot  be  applyed  to  Continued  Fevers  th|i 
iave  Remiflions,  and  are  attended  with 
redounding  Choller,  as  are  thefe  Fevers 
■he  Dr.  firft  difeourfed  of.  And  in  e& 
fed  the  Affinity  between  Agues  and  moft 
Df  out  Fevers  is  fo  great,  that  not  only  Vd- 
miting,  but  the  Kinkina  or  Jefuit'sBark » 
the  true  Specifick  Cure  of  Agues  has  beeft 
very  fuceesfully  introduced  into  the  Cure  of

He  comes  next  to  C elf  us,  whom  the  Dr's 

own’d  both  in  hisfirft  difcourfeand  defence 
to  have  ufed  warm  Water  for  ft  Vo- 
mit,  and  gives  a  good  Reafon  for  it;  but  to 
give  that  now  for  one  in  any  cale,  except 
perhaps  after  ft  flight  Surfeit,  is  truely  td 
treat  the  practice  ot  Medicine  in  Ridicule^ 
And  I  wonder  if  the  Refuter  would  ufe  thd 
Kinkina  in  an  Ague,  or  the  Ipeca  Coanha  iti, 
a  Dyjentery,  becaufe  Gelfus  knew  nothing  ot 

After  that  he  pafleth  over  thofe  pat  Quo¬ 
tations  ot  Willis,  Sylvius ,  Etmuller ,  Michci - 
el  Hartman ,  and  Dr.  Tourne forts  Teftimo- 
rsv,  that  it  was  the  Pradice  df  the  belt  Phy- 
ficians  in  France,  not  only  to  give  Antimoni - 
l  Vomits,  and  the  other  moft  Draftick  Me¬ 
dicines*  but  to  mix  Vomiting  md  Purging 


Medicines  together,  ail  which  the  Dr.  hac 
Riveted  in  his  Defence ;  until  he  comes  tc 
Sydenham.  Neither  doth  he  An  fiver  the  Quo¬ 
tations  brought  from  him,  but  tells  us  front 
theSchedulaMonitoriayhat  he  uledBlooding  & 
Purging  inFebribus  quamplurimarum  fpecierum' 
in  very  many  forts  of  Fevers, &  not  in  moft  par, 
of  Fevers, as  the  Refuter  Tramlates  it,-  which 
is  very  true,  but  thefe  were  properly  Syrnp 
tomatical  Fevers  of  the  Inflammatory  kind 
and  quite  different  from  thele  the  Dr.  fpeak; 
of',  which  are  ten  to  one  the  moft  ordinary 
here,  and  even  Sydenham  had  practifed  a  long 
time  before  he  had  feen  any  other,  as  he  tells 
himfelfin  the  Preface  to  thefe  Fevers  he  Cures 
by  V omiting,  Quo  quidem  tempore ,  lays  he, 
nondum  mihi  innotuerat,  aliam  aliquam  Febris 
fpeciem  in  rerum  natura  inveniri.  At  which 
time  (_’  which  was  a  good  time  after  he  had 
Prachled  Phyiick  )  it  was  not  known  to  me, 
there  was  any  other  fort  of  Fever  to  l e  found  in 
id  at  ure.  And  how  much  a  Kin  thole  Fevers 
were  to  Agues  he  tells  in  the  fame  Preface  in 
thele  vV ords.  Dicta  itaque  Fehris  continues 
Intermittent ium  quafe  Compendium  quoddamfg, 
e  contra  fim-d  earum  Paroxyfmi  Compendium 
bujufee  mi,  i  videbantur ;  atque  adeo  difcrimert 
in  hoc  maxime  verjari ,  quod  continues  concept  am 
femel  effervejeentiam  Sunechoos  eodemque  fern- 
$er  tenors  perficerent ;  intermitterttes  autem 

.  par- 
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(  partita  v talus  ac  diverfu  temp«,ivui  eaam 
!  defungerentur.  therefore ,  fays  he,  the  fore- 
i  jaia  continued  Fever  feemed  to  me  as  a  fort  of 
■  Compend  of  the  Intermitting  Ones,  and  on  the 
I  other  hand,  each  Fit  of  thofe  feemed  a  Compend 
I  of  this-,  fo  that ‘the  Difference  laymoftly  in  this 
that  the  continued  Fevers  did  hold  out  in  the 
\  fame  tenor ,  and  did  perfect  without  Intemiffi- 
!  on  the  tffervefcence  they  had  begun  ;  whereas 
the  Intermitting  Fevers  did  the  fame  at  diffe 
t  rent,  tjmes  and  by  Intervals.  And  that  this  is 
|  poiitively  true  in  moft  Fevers  we  have  and 
!  moft  remarkably  fo  in  thefe  we  have  had  this 
i  Seafon,  every  Man  that  hath  accuratly  ob- 
i  lerved  will  ealily  be  convinced. 

At  laft  he  comes  to  Dr.  P's  Differtation  of 
'  fe  Cur.e  of  Fevers  by  Evacuation,  and  tells  us, 
that  there  Sweating  is  propofed  as  the  befl  and 
readiefi  Evacuation  for  Curing  all  Fevers -.with¬ 
out  any  refpetl  to  the  Seat  of  the  Morbifick  Mat- 

Tl  nwr’  thf  Dr-  P-  did  Defign 
that  Difcourfe  for  the  Ufe  of  any  who  did 

not  know  that  nothing  could  be  Evacuated 

by  Sweating  which  did  not  immediatly  come 

from  the  Blood,  fo  that  the  Morbifick  Matter 

muft  of  neceffity  be  Seated  in  the  Blood  and 

Blood-Veflels,  before  it  could  be  brought  a- 

way  by  Sweating,  and  not  in  the  Stomach 
as  Dr.  0.  fuppofed.
